Two Hunted In Bold Hijack Of Five Copper Wire Trucks 


BURNS HARBOR, Ind. (UPI) 
— A manhunt continued today 
for two h ija c k e rs who c o m ­ 
mandeered five trucks in Michi­ 
gan and Indiana Wednesday and 
Thursday. 
A third hijacking suspect was 
overpowered Thursday by five I 
truck drivers who had been 
kidnaped during the spree of 
highway heists Two other su s-1 
pects were seen running on foot 
from the Burns Harbor Inter- j 
change of the Northern Indiana j 
Toll Road where the spree cam e 
to an abrupt end. 
The FBI identified the man 
overpowered as Ernest Lee Liv- [ 
ingston, 36. Kalamazoo, Mich 
He was charged with theft from 
interstate shipment, kidnaping! 
and Interstate transportation o f 5 
a stolen motor vehicle. 


State police said they recover-1 
ed four hijacked trucks belong- j 
ing to Essex International, Three j 
Rivers, Mich Three of the trucks 
co n tain ed copper, with each 
load valued at $40,000 Two of 
the loads were recovered but 


the third was missing when the 
truck was found. 
Authorities said at least three, 
and possibly m ore persons were 
involved in the hijackings. 
Police said the sequence of 
events began early Wednesday 
morning at a truck stop in K a­ 
lamazoo when three men a r m ­ 
ed with a shotgun hijacked a 
semi tanker rig operated by 
Stanley Clevenger. 44, Oak F o r­ 
est, 1 11 . 


Clevenger told police he was 
forced into the sleeper area of 
his cab behind the driver’s seat. 
He said he was unable to see 
out, but that after driving for 
some1 time, the hijackers stopp­ 
ed for most of the day Wednes­ 
day. 


They disconnected his tank 
trailer, which contained Wesson 
oil, and renewed their hi lack­ 


ing spree in the early hours of 
Thursday. 


They first hijacked an Essex 
truck driven by Jim Ray, 36, 
Three Rivers, Mich. However, it 
was empty. 


Ray was put into the sleeper 
with Clevenger and the bandits 
then proceeded to hijack another 
truck on U.S. 131 near White 
Pigeon., Mich.

The other man escaped on 
foot, apparently joining the dri­ 
ver of the Schultz rig. which 
was found abandoned on the 
exit ram p beyond the toll gate. 
None of the drivers was hurt 
State police found the other 
three Essex trucks abandoned 
on Indiana 4 east of Goshen, 
and on U.S. 20 and Indiana 13, 
near Middlebury Officials said 
the copper loads were found in­

After a sleepless night in the 
stand-off between the prisoners 
and a virtual arm y of heavily 
arm ed police wearing bullet­ 
proof vests, 
Hart announced 
that the federal court building 
would be closed indefinitely.

Ehrlichman and three other 
defendants for the break-in at 
the office of Daniel Ellsberg’s 
psychiatrist was being moved 
to the 
District of Columbia 
Court of Appeals building 
The two convicts, who seized 
eight hostages when they took

courthouse about 2 p m T hurs­ 
day, released one of them — 
deputy Marshal Raymond Mill­ 
e r - e a r ly today to show a u ­ 
thorities they had not harm ed 
their prisoners. 
Police said the men had a 
concealed gun when they seized 
the ceilblock and later obtained 
other weapons from a locker.

Conference Fails To Act 
55-Mile Speed Limit

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - 
Eighteen resolutions were 
adopted Wednesday in the final 
session of the Midwestern Con­ 
ference of the Council of State 
Governments. However, a pro­ 
posal to let each state set its 
own speed limit once again 
failed. 
Delegates had already begun 
to consider the resolution on 
speed limits when a Missouri 
delegate said it had not been 
correctly approved by the re­ 
solutions committee. The com­ 
mittee voted 6-5 in a roll call 
vote to recommend passage of 
the measure, which says “Be it 
resolved, that states be permitt­ 
ed to regulate, with caution and 
discretion, their own speeed 
limits.” 
According to the conference’s 
rules, any measure subjected 
to a roll call vote takes "a ma­ 
jority of all member states” to 
pass, meaning at least seven 
should have approved in com­ 
mittee. Nebraska Sen. Glenn 
Goodrich, chairman of the re­ 
solutions committee, explained 
that he had erred in ruling that 
the committee approved it, and 
Indiana Speaker Pro Tem John 
Thomas, R-Brazil, chairman of 
the conference, ruled that the 
resolution was not properly be­ 
fore the delegates. 
Debate Had Started 
Spirited debate had begun on 
the resolution before it was rul­ 
ed off the agenda, with dele­ 
gates saying its spirit ran count­ 
er to information received dur­ 
ing the conference concerning 
the energy shortage. A panel 
discussion Wednesday included 
a plea for state legislatures to 
enact laws to make conserva­ 
tion of energy more economical­ 
ly attractive. 
“I simply don’t see1 how we 
can in good conscience adopt 
this resolution given the reduct­ 
ion in highway deaths since the 
implementation of the uniform 
55 mile per hour speed limit,” 
one delegate said. He noted 
that the resolution was aimed 
at helping farmers by speeding 
the delivery of fertilizers and 
other goods, but said higher 
speed limits could lead to more 
fuel shortages and higher fuel 
prices, meaning it would cost 
them more to ship anything. 
Delegates also defeated, by a 
5-5 vote w ith two states not vot­ 
ing. a resolution calling for per­ 
mitting heavier trucks to oper­ 
ate on the interstate system. It 
would have asked, states, to per­ 
mit single axle truck weights of 
up to 20,000 pounds and tandem 
axle weights of 34,000 in the 
parts of the system controlled 
by the states. Some delegates 
expressed concern that the 
heavier truck weights would 
lead to additional upkeep costs 
for the superhighways, which 
are maintained by the states 
after being completed using fed­ 
eral highway funds. 
Resolutions Adopted 
Resolutions adopted with re­ 
gard to criminal justice includ­ 
ed ones calling for: 
“Legislation to ensure that 
ex-offenders may regain their 
full civil rights as citizens at 
some spec if iced time after they 
have fulfilled their debt to so­ 
ciety.” 
—Allowing local courts to ex-

punge criminal records "if the 
court deems the removal of 
such records to be in the best 
interests of both the ex-offender 
and the general public.” 
—Adopting legislation for “ed­ 
ucational and work release pro- 
gramsand further using commu­ 
nity-based facilities." 
—Correct iona 1 
depa rt men t 
ombudsmen programs. 


—Better employment practic­ 
es and salaries for corrections 
to get and retain “individuals 
of education and ability,” com­ 
bined with programs to assist 
corrections personnel in further 
training. 
—States to refrain from 
building any new large-scale in­ 
stitutions “unless no other alter­ 
native is available for the hu­ 
mane treatm ent and con­ 
finement of dangerous of­ 
fenders.’’ 
—States to adopt a compact 
whereby inmates could be trans­ 
ferred from one state to another 
to be nearer their families or 
to “protect inmate lives or to 
maintain peace and security 
within the state’s institutions.” 
—Elimination of all legal and 
administrative restrictions in­ 
volving jobs for ex-offenders, 
“except in those limited instanc­ 
es in which the occupation can 
be specifically shown to be di­ 
rectly related to the original of­ 
fense.” 
—Limited furloughs to equali- 
fied inmates. 
—Adoption of legislation spell­ 
ing out inmate rights. 
—Legislation to allow an in­ 
dividual to review and to chal­ 
lenge and modify “all inaccu­ 
rate, incomplete or misleading 
information contained in their 
criminal justice files.” 
—Programs to “facilitate re­ 
stitution to the victims by per­ 
petrators of the crimes,” and 
for states to compensate vic­ 
tims in cases where this can­ 
not be done. 
Other Proposals 
The delegates also adopted re­ 
solutions calling for Congress 
to refrain from enacting any 
legislation on no-fault auto insur­ 
ance, a moratorium on further 
railroad track abandonment, 
and for a variable scale on 
import-ex port ratios of beef 
cattle. 
A resolution concerning trans­ 
portation was passed after much 
discussion. It calls for states to 
take a leadership role in provid­ 
ing transportation services in 
communities, and delegates de­ 
bated whether by hoping to help 
the elderly and handicapped they 
had too broadly worded the re­ 
solution. 
Also adopted were resolutions 
calling for any national health 
care insurance program to in­ 
clude pre-natal, post natal and 
neonatal care, asking Congress 
to recognize the unique features 
of various parts of the country 
in any land-use legislation en­ 
acted, and urging state legisla­ 
tures to bring workmen’s com­ 
pensation programs up to na­ 
tional standards,

1073, Indiana led the 
nation, building the first prison 
to segregate women inmates. 
All of the conveniences in 
vogue at that time are still in 
use, although 
many of the 
buildings were constructed in 
1937. Women must use chamber 
pots for nightly toilet functions, 
dumping them in the morning 
and scouring the pots in the 
same basin used with soap and 
washboard to clean personal 
clothing. 
Governor Otis 
R. 
Bowen, 
calling the Woman’s Prison in 
Indianapolis 
an 
inhum ane 
disgrace, requested $5 million 
from the last legislative session 
from revenue sharing funds to 
build a new woman’s prison. 
Already com, mi. I ted to the 
concept of regional prisons 
rather than large state in- 
s tit u ti oils,, 
the 
G en e r a. 1 
Assembly made the Governor 
settle 
for 
a 
study 
of 
the 
situation. Results, are starting to 
filter in and they are disgraceful 
in this modern age. 
A fter liberation, G erm an 
residents pleaded they had no 
knowledge of conditions insuch 
places 
as Buchenwald and 
Dachau. There was no free 
press. . .no public study com­ 
mission reports,,, and no in­ 
vestigative reporters. Hoosiers 
cannot make the same excuses 
for permitting conditions 
to 
continue at the Women’s Prison. 
A lawyer’s commission of the 
Indiana Stole Bar Association 
led the parade, summing up 
recom m endations 
in 
three 
words: “Shut it, down!" The 
report was followed by a second 
from a state penal system 
ombudsman, labeling it unfit for 
human occupancy. 
Women's liberation has led to 
a sizeable increase in the 
number of women charged with 
more serious and violent crimes 
It is not. reflected in population 
of the Woman’s Prison. The 
number of felons is too small to 
justify the spending of millions 
of dollars either to make ex­ 
tensive improvements, or to 
build a new facility, according 
to the reports. 
A verage 
daily 
inm ate 
'population during; the last fiscal 
year was shown as 126.2, with 
only 31 crimes considered in­ 
volving 
danger 
to 
other 
humans 
Only 78.3 were im ­ 
prisoned for felonies. 
The law y er’s report w as 
highly critical of lack 
of 
security and of lack of direction 
from the administration, 
as 
supervisors and custodial of­ 
ficers. 
The 
om budsm an 
reported the climate at the state 
institution was “ horrendous 
and often times explosive. He 
said. 
This is, for the most part, due 
to and perpetuated by the ab­ 
sence 
of 
skilled 
penal 
management and by heedless 
supervision of residents.” 
Public apathy has permitted 
the situation to grow' in our 
prisons. 
Polls 
by 
sta te 
legislators show prison reform 
near the bottom 
of citizen 
priorities. Historically, it takes 
a riot or major disturbance to 
stiumulate prison reform. Until 
we take action, we are sitting on 
a powder keg smoking. 
A Nevada 
University con­ 
ducts a series of sum m er 
seminars on corrections for 
Judges, showing them the result 
of sentencing. They start each 
course by having the Judges 
imprisoned for a day without 
special privileges. I for one, 
favor having each member of

the General Assembly spend a 
night at each of our correc­ 
tional and state institutions as a 
requirement for office. 


Can’t afford to die is rapidly 
'becoming a reality, with the 
cost of funerals subject to in­ 
flation 
Death and taxes used to be the 
only sure things individuals had 
to endure. Now it is doubtful 
that taxes should be included 
with recent disclosures on tax 
evasion. However, we all must 
die, and death touches every 
family sooner or later. It is 
always difficult to know how' to 
handle the subject with small 
children, a problem we had to 
face recently. I found several 
answ ers 
in 
a 
pam phlet 
published by the Christopher 
organization worthy of study. 
My father had two sisters who 
never m arried 
Living 
to­ 
gether, they desired similar 
funeral arrangm enets. Both 
moved in next door to live with 
my father and mother more 
than nine years ago, with the 
first dying soon after the move. 
The second sister became 
bound to a wheelchair just prior 
to my father’s death. My boys 
took pleasure in taking her for 
rides around the property, 
carrying her in the chair to 
fam ily 
gatherings 
nearby. 
Earlier this year, she too passed 
away while my youngest son 
was hospitalized for an un­ 
diagnosed illness. We had to 
miss visiting hours to take care 
of 
funeral 
arrangem ents, 
requiring 
explaining 
the 
situation to him. 
In the intervening nine years 
between similar funerals, the 
cost of everthing had just about 
doubled. There is no such thing 
as a “pauper funeral” these 
days even if such was your 
desire. Gone are the days when 
a body was prepared for burial 
in the back room of the bar­ 
bershop, placed in a handmade 
pine 
box, 
and 
buried 
with 
dignity on the family property. 
As the Christopher pamphlet 
said: “ For most A m erican 
families, a funeral is the third 
most expensive transaction 
ever engaged in. Only a house or 
a car w ill cost them more. Since 
1920, the cost of the average 
funeral exclusive of cemetery 
expenses, has climbed from 
$150 to $1.500.” You can add 
another $300 to $500 for grave 
opening, vault, and related 
expenses. 
Father P. J. O Doherty said : 
“The more parents avoid the 
topic of death, the more their 
children fear it.”

On April 28, 1908, a mysterious 
fire destroyed the farm, house of 
Belle Gunness. She was a big 
strapping woman who had come 
to LaPorte County after her first 
husband, Albert M. Sorenson 
died after eating Belle s favorite 
recipe' for apple pie. She had 
added a special ingredient - 
strychinne. Before anyone could 
ask questions, Madam Sorenson 
buried her husband, collected

She then gathered $30,000 
and left LaPorte. 
When the authorit.es began to 
check 
the 
situation . they 
discovered numerous bodies of 
people buried in Belle’s garden. 
LaPorte County sheriff Albert 
G. Smutzer discovered nineteen 
bodies interred on. Bell Gunness’ 
farm. Lamphere was arraigned 
and ultimately tried for arson 
and. murder. The hired hand 
proclaimed his innocence to 
anyone who would listen and the 
authorities went poking around 
the farm looking for hig Bell's 
body. 
As the gruesom excavating 
went 
on 
people 
began 
to 
remember all the folks who had 
passed through. Bell's portals 
There was Peter Gunness who 
had lived with Belle for a year 
and was 
clobbered 
with, 
a 
sausage grinder. Bell collected 
$4,000 from his estate. A year 
later his son. died under suspect 
circumstances and more money 
came big Belle’s way. Then 
along came Olef Limboe. When 
nieghbors noticed he was no 
longer around, Belle told them 
he “went, back to Norway.” 
Jennie 
Olsen, 
an 
adopted 
daughter worth $1,800 “went 
away to school,” 
Finally in 
1907, 
Andrew 
Helgelein arrived from Man­ 
sfield, South Dakota to m arry 
the much widowed Belle. As 
soon as he arrived at the station, 
Belle carted him off to a local, 
bank where he cashed a bank 
note for $3,500. It was the sight 
of Helgelein's body lying on the 
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farmhouse floor which caused 
Lamphere to turn to blackmail. 
Belle Gunness was never 
found and it was decided that 
she was insane. In addition to 
the husbands and the Olsen girl, 
there were 
numerous 
other 
todies of children buried on the 
farm The children were kept by 
Belle who got rid of them for 
their money. 
Each 
vicitm’s 
tody was first drained of its 
blood, then the head was 
severed from the boyd and 
buried separately. Each body 
was neatly wrapped in a gunny 
sack before burial by Belle. 
To this day thousands of 
tourists pour into the LaPorte 
County Historical Museum, to 
inquire about big Belle and her 
victims. They discover that Ray 
Lamphere was sentenced to life 
im prisonm ent at the state 
prison at Michigan City. To the 
end of his days he claimed he 
was a victim of Belle’s lust and 
greed. 
None of this ever 'bothered 
Belle Sorenson Gunness Limboe 
Helgelein. She had long since 
departed LaPorte for another 
p aradise 
full 
of 
m en, 
matrimony and money.

We see where the U.S. 
government, in a pout over the 
Turks’ 
renewal 
of 
opium 
growing, 
has 
recalled 
its 
Ambassador to Ankara. 
A year or so back, we gave the 
Turks 
something 
like 
$36 
million, or a similar trifle, to 
quit raising the opium poppy 
and to convert to other crops. 
The trouble is, the opium poppy 
is more profitable than any crop 
they can grow, because people 
in the West, including U.S. 
citizens, 
enjoy 
destroying 
themselves with what you make 
out of opium. 
The profit motive is a pretty 
strong element in human af­ 
fairs. If you can harness it for 
good, you get an enormous 
amount of benefits. The benefits 
are multiplied when the people 
of a free enterprise, profit- 
making nation are virtuous. 
This has been the condition in 
the United States in the past; 
but this prosperity had led to 
corruption. So we are prone to 
use narcotics instead of good 
thought and deeds to elevate our 
minds; and the result is death. 
Our 
government, 
being 
elected by an immoral people, 
does not have the moral for­ 
titude to enforce the laws 
against the use of narcotic and 
to make examples of the sellers 
and abusers of drugs. The rules 
of evidence make it difficult for 
police to arrest offenders; 
parents are afraid of their 
children and so do not discipline 
them when they misbehave with 
marijuana, heroin and other 
drugs; an officer or a judge who 
enforces the law rigorously is 
regarded as some kind of freak; 
and most offenders don’t have to 
serve much of a sentence. Those 
who do, because the laws are 
capriciously enforced feel that 


they are in prison merely as a 
matter of bad luck; and judges, 
especially at the higher levels, 
have so weakened the authority 
of prison officals that those 
institutions are more effectively 
run by the inmates than by those 
legally in charge. 
The Turkish government is as 
susceptible to popular pressure 
as ours. Its farmers, being 
voters, can throw out officials 
who try to enforce the laws 
against raising opium; so the 
people who want to stay in office 
simply pay no attention to the 
aggreement with the United 
States. They very logically can 
reply to our indignation by 
asking 
why 
we 
don’t 
do 
something about our dope ad­ 
dicts. If we did that, there’d be 
no demand for the opium crop 
and the farmers would grow 
something else. 
In the normal course of 
human events, governments in 
nations that yield to narcotics 
eventually yield themselves to 
tyranny, because the nation 
becomes unm anageable by 
more lenient processes. The 
tyrant, when he comes into 
office, solves the drug problem 
simply by killing all the addicts ; 
and this one day will happen in 
the United States, 
though 
perhaps not in our lifetime. 
If you love your children and 
your grandchildren, however, 
you will rebuke them and punish 
them when they use narcotics 
and thus preserve them from 
untimely death, either from 
their 
habit 
or 
from 
the 
executioner’s instrument. 
With regard to our attempt to 
bribe the Turkish government to 
make its people behave, we are 
reminded of H.L. 
Menken’s 
definition of a scoundrel: When 
A promised R something at the 
expense or trouble of C, A is a 
scoundrel.

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Bowen To Support Bill 
For Student Representation 


INDIANAPOLIS 
(U PI) — 
Governor Bowen will sponsor le­ 
gislation during the 1975 session 
of the general assembly to per­ 
mit a student representative on 
the board of trustees of the 
state-supported 
universities. 
Ray Rizzo, Bowen’s admini­ 
strative assistant and legislative 
liaison, confirmed Wednesday 
afternoon that a bill is being 
prepared that will specify that 
students can serve on the board 
of trustees of the schools. His 
confirmation followed a state­ 
ment from Mark Blade, presi­ 
dent of the student government 
association at Indiana State Uni­ 
versity, that the governor had 
told him he would sponsor a bill 
to allow student representation 
on the ISU board of trustees. 
"The governor has been giv­ 
ing the matter much thought 
and has decided that although 
he could name a student as 
one of the regular appointees 
to the boards of trustees, it 
would be better to have legisla­ 
tive change to specify student 
membership on the boards," 
Rizzo said. He noted that nor­ 


mally trustee appointments to 
Indiana, Purdue, ISU and the 
other state schools run for three 
years-so that a person appoint­ 
ed as a student might graduate 
and leave the state before his 
term would be completed. 
Rizzo said no draft of the bill 
had been made at this time and 
length of term had not been de­ 
cided, but probably would be for 
one year. 
Blade said that he had the 
governor talked for about a half 
hour on student representation 
on the ISU board, tuition and 
a closer relationship between 
students and the government. 
"Some students think that by 
having a student on the board 
of trustees, tuition rates would 
stabilize," Blade said . "The gov­ 
ernor pointed out that the state 
pays two-thirds of the costs of 
running the schools and student 
through tuition the other third 
so that if the costs go up, the 
tuition will also." 
Blade said ISU students will 
be in Indianapolis during the le­ 
gislature, lobbying for some 
bills.

On The Farm Front

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Re­ 
vising federal beef grades won't 
be easy 
because cattlemen, 
packers, retailers and consum­ 
ers can’t agree on what to do, 
an Agriculture Department spe­ 
cialist says. 
Pressure for changes in beef 
grading standards has been in­ 
creasing 
in 
recent 
months. 
Much of the push has been 
coming from cattlemen who say 
new standards could result in 
developing a wider market for 
beef which is tender and palata­ 
ble but needs less grain feed­ 
ing than the currently popular 
choice grade. 


“But the meat industry is in 
great disagreement on what, if 
anything, should be done about 
grading,” says John C. Pierce, 
head of the livestock division of 
the Agriculture Department’s 
Agricultural Marketing Service. 
The AMS sets beef grading 
standards and operates the fed­ 
eral grading service which is 
used on a voluntary basis by 
most meat packers. 
Under that service, beef 
which has first been inspected 
and passed for wholesomeness 
is then checked by a grader 
who assigns it a quality rating 
—prime, choice, good, standard 


or utility. In addition, many 
processors also ask for use of a 
companion yield grade which 
indicates how 
much salable 
meat can be cut from the beef 
carcass. 


In one case, for example, a 
steer carcass might be graded 


choice with a yield grade of 2; 
another might also be graded 
choice with a yield grade of 5. 
Meat from both carcasses 
would be of equal quality, but 
the yield grade 2 animal would 
produce considerably more sal­ 
able beef and less fatty waste 
to be trimmed off.

Indiana Gas 
Seeks Hike 
In Rates 


Indiana Gas Company filed a 
petition Wednesday with the 
Public Service Commission of 
Indiana 
which proposes 
ad­ 
justments in rates that would 
result in an overall increase in 
gas revenues of approximately 
$8,800,000 or 13.5 percent. 
the proposed rate schedules 
are not increased across-the- 
board from present rates but 
are designed, to reduce the 
promotional aspects of current 
rate structures and also to 
reflect the costs of service for 
the various classes under 
current 
supply 
conditions. 
Accordingly, customers may be 
affected 
in varying degrees 
even though included in the 
same class of service. The new 
rates 
would 
affect 
only 
customers served directly by 
Indiana 
Gas 
Company. 
C ustom ers served 
by the 
u tility ’s wholly-owned su b ­ 
sidiary, Central Indiana Gas 
Company, would not be af­ 
fected. 
For the average residential 
non-heating 
custom er, 
the 
adjustment would amount to 
about 72 cents per month. For 
the average residential heating 
customer, the increase would 
amount 
to 
about 
$2.37 
per 
month. 
“Generally higher operating 
costs, including labor and 
materials, which have been 
under 
steady 
inflationary 
p ressu res; increased m ain ­ 
tenance costs due to the ac­ 
celeration of work programs 
and 
requirem ents 
under 
Federal and State pipeline 
safety regulations; and very 
substantial increases in the cost 
of providing funds for necessary 
plant 
additions 
and 
b et­ 
term en ts; 
have 
m ade 
it 
necessary to request relief at 
this tim e,” J. F. Kavanagh, 
President, stated. “Costs of gas 
purchased from pipeline sup­ 
pliers have increased sub­ 
stantially also, but most of these 
increases, although not all, have 
already 
been 
included 
in 
present rate schedules. 
“This rate relief is necessary 
in order to provide the facilities 
and services needed for the 'best 
possible 
utilization of 
the 
natural gas supplies available to 
the Company at this tim e,” 
Kavanagh continued. “In 
ad­ 
dition, relief is needed to 
provide alternate gas sources 
for the benefit of the customers 
dependent upon the Company 
for gas service.” 


The last general rate increase 
for Indiana Gas was authorized 
by the PSCI on July 7, 1972. 
However, since that time the 
utility has been able to pass on 
to its customers increases in gas 
costs from pipeline suppliers 
due to rate changes which were 
approved by the Federal Power 
Commission. This was done in 
accordance 
with 
authority 
granted earlier by the PSCI. 
This authority applies only to 
“gas costs" from rate changes 
and not to any other type ex­ 
pense

Recommended To Ephesians

In our lesson today the writer 
of 
Ephesians condemns 
the 
immorality of the Roman world 
and establishes an exalted 
standard of moral behavior to 
which he expects Christians to 
adhere. 
The writer was particularly 
offended by the loose sexual 
moral of 
the day. 
Pagans, 
because “they are darkened in 
their understanding, alienated 
from the life of God 
and 
callous. . .have given them ­ 
selves up to licentiousness, 
greedy to practice every kind of 
unclean ness.” The writer here 
reflects Paul s own 
strict 
standards of m orality 
The 
Jewish moral code was much 


The Sunday School Lesson for 
July 14 is entitled, “Renewed in 
Mind and Spirit.” Ephesians 
4:17-32 


more demanding than the moral 
philosophy of the Roman world, 
particularly in sexual m atters 
Therefore Paul 
looked 
with 
disgust on such things as 
h o m ose xualit y 
and 
t e m p I e 
prostitution, both of which 
were accepted elem ents of 
pagan life The writer felt that 
the pagan was lost in every 
sense of the word because he 
knew no other purpose in life 
than 
self-satisfaction 
His 
alienation 
from 
God 
was 
complete because he was in 
capable of even understanding 
that his habits were evil 
A Different World 
“ You did not so learn Christ” 
as to behave in this wav. the 
w riter 
adm onished 
the 
Ephesians By this he meant 
more than that Christians had 
learned a better morality from 
Jesus He meant that those who 
“learned Christ” were in an 
entirely different world Thev 
were in a position to "put on the 
new. nature, created after the 
likeness 
of 
God 
in 
true 
righteousness 
and 
holiness 
The writer then 
lists 
the 
virtues which Christians should 
have 
F irst, “ putting aw ay 
falsehood, let everyone speak 
truth with his neighbor 
It is 
notable that the writer deals 
with basic questions o! social 


behavior 
He sees a 
sharp 
distinction 
between 
morality 
and ritual Christians should be 
open and candid with each 
other. There was no place for 
deceit of any kind in a Christian 
community. 
The next injunction seems 
rather enigmatic: “ Be angry 
hut do not sin; do not let the sun 
go down on your anger. 
Inference to the contrary, anger 
is not given sanction here. The 
wnter probably realized that 
anger is an emotion and cannot 
be turned off at will But the 
effects of anger can be con­ 
trolled. and it can be swept 
away by reconciliation. Hence 
the Christian should solve the 
problem that aroused anger on 
the same day that he was first 
seized by this anger 
The Virtue Of Work 
“Let the thief no longer steal, 
hut rather let him labor, doing 
honest work with his hands, so 
that he may be able to give to 
those in need “ A few weeks ago 
we saw how Paul reminded the 
ThessaIonians that he and his 
companions labored at their 
trades for long hours so that 
they 
might 
be 
independent. 
Paul always emphasized that 
Christians had a duty to work, 
preferably with their hands. 
Membership in the church in­ 
creased the Christians' social 
responsibility 
The w riter of 
E phesians 
concludes his admonitions by 
warning against “evil talk 
bitterness and w rath and anger 
and clamor and slander “ 
( hristian Ethical Teachings 
How 
do 
these 
ethical 
teachings compare w ith those of 
non ( hr istia ns? C e rta in ly 
C hristianity 
has 
had 
no 
monopoly 
en ethical 
ideals 
Virtually every advanced cul­ 
ture of the world has produced a 
ImhIv of writings on this subject. 
China had Confucius; India the 
Bhagavad Gita; and the Roman 
world of Paul s day had the 
works ot Plato and Aristotle and 
the stoics 
The primary dif- 
lerence between these ethical 
teachings 
and 
those 
of 
Christianity is not so much in 
content as in spirit The virtue 
of the stoies. for example, was 
admirable, but 
if 
was 
also 
•somewhat cold and forbidding 


In the Gentile world virtue was 
valued primarily because of 
what it could do for the in­ 
dividual; 
it 
tended to 
be 
somewhat of an 
impersonal 
exercise. But Christian virtue, 
like that of the Jewish tradition 
on which it was based, is social 
and its nature and has love as its 
highest 
ideal. 
One 
should 
practice virtue, said the writer 
of 
Ephesians, 
“for we 
are 
members one of another. . . be 
kind to one another, 
ten­ 
derhearted, 
forgiving 
one 
another, as God in Christ 
forgave you.”

Martin Luther, father of the 
Protestant Reformation, is also 
the father of many Protestants’ 
ambivalent feelings about the 
Jewish people 
Luther, 
as 
Rabbi 
Marc 
T anen ha u m 
ha s sugges ted, 
“dominates the emergence of 
the Reformation as much to 
Jewry as to most Christians." 
In his old age at least, Luther 
was viciously anti-Semitic, writ­ 
ing a treatise 
“Against the 
Jews and their Lies” (1543» 
which called for the burning of 
synagogues 
and 
confiscating 
their Bibles. 
For Jews, then, with Luther 
as a symbol and the recent 
memory of the easy capitula­ 
tion of much of the German 
Lutheran Church to the Nazi 
regime, the popular view of 
Jews toward 
Lutherans has 
been, 
to 
say 
the 
least, 
apprehensive. 
Overcome Fears 
In a cautious, preliminary 
effort to overcome fears and 
tensions 
between 
the 
two 
religious groups, Jewish and 
Lutheran scholars have been 
quietly meeting since the spring 
of 1969. 
The fruits of these meetings 
have just been published as a 
collection of essays, “Speaking 
of 
God 
Today,” 
edited 
by 
Tanenbaum, national director 
of Interreligious Affairs of the 
American Jewish Committee, 
and 
Dr. 
Paul 
D. 
Opsahl, 
executive 
secretary 
of 
the 
division of theological studies of 
the Lutheran Council in the 
U.S.A. 
“What 
Lutheranism 
thinks 


and teaches, or fails to teach, 
about Jews and Judaism elicits 
a 
m ore energetic 
interest 
among many Jewish people 
than perhaps do the doctrinal 
attitu d es of other P rotestant 
denominations,” 
Tanenbaum 
said. 
I 
Opsahl, in a news conference 
announcing publication of the 
book, stressed that the tract by 
Luther 
written only three 
years before his death was 
“not 
a 
part 
of 
Lutheran 
theological or confessional com­ 
mitment." 
“Christians should make it 
clear," he said, “that there is 
no Biblical or theological basis 
for anti-Semitism 
Present Viewpoints 
"Supposed theological, or Bib­ 
lical bases for anti-Semitism 
are 
to 
be 
examined 
and 
repudiated,” 
Opsahl 
added. 
“ Conscious or unconscious 
manifestations of discrim ina­ 
tion are to be opposed.” 
The essays in “Speaking of 
God Today”—all written 
by 
scholars and theologians—are 
preliminary explorations and do 
not 
resolve 
any 
of 
the 
outstanding questions between 
Lutherans and Jews, 


Instead, they present Jewish 
and Lutheran 
viewpoints on 
such questions as “ Law, Grace, 
and Election,’’“ Land, People 
and State,” and “ How Do We 
Speak of God Today." 
But Opsahl said that he hoped 
the collection of essays would 
be used to provide a basis for 
conversations 
among 
Jewish 
a nil Luthera n lay people on the 
local community level.

Scearce 
was 
the first 
get- 
together for the two sides since 
talks broke off June 26. There 
was no indication that any 


progress toward a settlement 
was in sight. 


The NFL Players Association 
went on strike July 
1 and 
veterans have put up picket 
lines at 10 pre-season training 
camps that have opened thus 
far and compelled cancellation, 
of the traditional game between 
the College A11-Stars and the 
Super Bowl champion Miami 
Dolphins in Chicago July 26. 


Ed Garvey, executive direc­ 
tor of the Players Association, 
went into the new rounds of 
talks, skeptical that much could 


be accomplished 
unless 
the 
owners' Management Council 
was prepared to make substan­ 
tial 
counter-offers 
to 
the 
players’ 63 contract demands 
However, Garvey has sig­ 
nalled that his side is willing to 
discuss money issues with the 
owners before tackling the so- 
called “freedom demands” the 
association is presenting. The 
latter, which would give play­ 
ers broad new scope1 to decide 
which teams they would play 
with and even veto trades, have 
been the major stumbling block 
in the dispute. 


“I’m hopeful there’ll be some 
sort of sign of a counter-offer,’’ 
Garvey said of the situation. 
“ If there is, maybe1 there can 
be some movement and m ean­ 
ingful discuss ion.” 
Scearce indicated that he was 
dealing with the deadlock on a 
day at a-time basis and said he 
had 
called

together to find out if they were 
ready to bargain again. The 
cancellation 
of

All-Star 
game with the Dolphins sug­ 
gested there might be leverage 
to get the talks off dead center.

an Action Point play w here 
teams must run or pass the ball 
for an extra point from 2 M» 
yards out. 
Other rules which are new to 
pro football fans include: 
1) Kicking off from 'the 30- 
yard line, instead of the 40, to 
insure more run backs. 


2) Setting the goal posts in 
the rear of the end zone, as in 
college, to make field goals 
more difficult. 


3) 
Returning 
missed field 


goals to the line of scrimmage 
except when attempted from 
inside the 20. 
4) Allowing receivers to catch 
a ball with only one foot in 
bounds, 
5) Instituting a sudden death 
“fifth period,” split into two 7 
4 minute segments, to break 
ties. 
6) Disallowing fair catches on 
punts. 
7) Allowing an offensive back 
to go in motion toward the line 
of scrimmage before the ball is 
snapped.
